It has been pointed out that our 


coal supplies are almost limitless, 
and that we could add gasoline pro- 
Auction to our regular uses of coal 
™nd still have enough for thousands 
of years. But there is another and 
more immediate aspect of that sub- 
ject which seems lo have 
been 


overlooked. 


That aspect is the portly, shaggy 


person ol John L. Lewis. We can't 
imagine anything that would delight 
Mr. Lewis more than to be able 
to tie up the country's economy 
even further when ho gets the 
urge to play Caesar, 


It would really inflate his ego 


and slake his thirst for power if, 


"<Ky calling out the miners, he could 
seme clay immobilize a part of our 
highway vehicles and aircraft and 
withhold more fuel from 
homes 


as wel las tie up industry and rail- 
roads. This would ba particularly 
effective in wartime. 
And Mr. 


Lewis' actions in World War II give 
no indication that he would ever 
hesitate simply because his pom- 
posity could put Ihe nalion in mor- 
tal peril. 


Even with his present limited 


field 
of action, 
Mr. 
Lewis is 


tSble to do his country an effective 
disservice in the present strike. 
Looking at the actual and poten- 
tial clfccts of this walkout, one 
wonders at the number oi: targels 
that Mr. Lewis has chosen in this 
lutusl display of spile. 


He is warring with the opera- 


tors, of course. He obviously hatcsi 
the 
Republican 
labor-relations 


law and the Democratic adminis- 
tration with ccjual bitterness. 


And if the strike is hailed by 


government injunction, he must 
Know he can injure the world's 
democratic nations. For 
federal 


inlervention would give the Com- 
munists—especially those of free 
Europe— a wonderful talking point.

Welly K. Hopkins, attorney

Lewis, argued in vain that a tele- 
gram Lewis sent the miners short- 
ly 
before 
Goldsborough's 
court 
opened was "full faith" compliance 
With the stop-strike order. 
That telegram said: 
"Pensions 
granted. 
Agreement 
nonored." 


The United Mine Workers leader 


sent the telegram after accepting 
a plan for $100-a-month pensions at

Cnancery second division was .im- 
properly created and that divorce 
decrees signed by Mrs. Ruth Hale 
as chancellor of the division were 
illegal. 
• In the current case, Chancellor 
Frank H. Dodge, whose status was 
unquestioned, entered a "now for 
then" order attempting to validate 
a divorce granted by Mrs. Hale in 
favor of 
Mary 
Gertrude 
Pope 
against Elmer Pope. 


If the supreme court rules that 
this was a proper order, apparent- 
ly all 
the 
invalidated 
divorces 
granted by Mrs. Hale 
may 
be 


legalized by similar orders. 


In his order Chancellor Dodge 


technicaly adopted the 
findings of 
Mrs. Hale as master in chancery, 
a position she held before 
being 


named chancellor and one which 
she never formally resigned and 
still holds. 


Opposing attorneys filed a stip- 


ulation of facts in an effort 
to 


legalize the Pope divorce. 


An effort to prevent construction 


of a $200,000

April 12—(UP)—Russia 
placed further restrictions on the 
Western allies in Berlin today and 
tor Ihe first time halted road traf- 
fic between Vienna and the Brit- 
ish zone in Austria by demanding 
new type passes. 


In Germany, Ihe .Russians 
de- 


manded Ihe Weslern Allies closed 
two emergency 
automobile aid 


stalions on Ihe Berlin superhigh- 
way Ihe Allies' only road link lo 
the West. The British and Ameri- 
cans agreed. 


In Austria, the Soviet checkpoint 


at Semmering, 50 miles southwest 
of Vienna, turned back 
six car- 


loads of British officers attempt- 
ing to drive from Vienna to the 
British zone. The Russians 
de- 


manded new idenlity cards with 
photographs. The British refused 
to comply. 


The restrictions followed a week- 
end Soviet order refusing to renew 
the passes of British and Ameri- 
can technicians 
responsible for 


maintaining the Alies' telegraph 
and telelype communications with 
the Western zones. 


The Western technicians will not 


be permitted in the Soviet zone 
after next Thursday, The Ameri- 
cans protested the order and the 
British-said they also would aro- 
tesl. 


British authorilies in Vienna said 
the new Russian resiriclions 
on 
highway travel in Austria were im- 
posed Sunday afternoon at Sem- 
mering, on the border of the Soviet 
and British zones.
